Council Votes On 
Housing Project 


A resolution re-affirming the 
need of low-rent housing in Paho- 
kee’whs passed by the City Counci} 
in regular session Monday night, 
the re-affirmation being a prere- 
requisite required by the Public 
Housing Administration in order 
that the) city's reservation for a 
proposed $700,000 low rent housing 
project, which has lay dormant 
since the old housing act expired; 
two years ago, can be reinstated, 
subject to further consideration by 
PHA under the new housing act. | 

The Council's action on the reso- 
lution came after it heard strong 
protests against the reviving of the 
city's proposed federal low-rent 
housing project by owners of rental 
property in the Negro section. This 
group, whose tenants are for the 
most part migrant workers and 
have to maintain empty rooms 
several months out of the year, 
were fearful the project if carried 
through would cause them to lose 
their year-round renters who are & 
great help during the slack simmer 
months. 

The group, including Dr. L. W. 
Armstrong, W. A. Keen and A. J. 
Gamot, are in favor of the enlarge- 
ment of the three labor supply 
camps operated by the Pahokee 
Housing Authority but are opposed 
to any tax-free housing project lo- 
cated within the city limits. They 
pointed out the high taxes they 
have to pay on their rental pfop- 
erty does not allow them to com- 
pete with tax-free, non-profit fed- 
eral housing. 

James W. Vann, executive direct- 
or of the Pahokee Housing Author- 
ity, who was present to answer 
questions relating to the setup of 
the proposed housing project, said 
the idea behind federal low-rent 
housing is not to take renters away 
from owners of private rental prop-| 
erty but rather to provide scone

As a preliminary to the motion 
commissioners considered the pos- 
sibility of sending’ trainees to the 
Miami police school which is a three 
months course. Commissioner Paul 
Rardin, reported om a recent con- 
ference with the Miami Chief ‘of! 
Police during whiéh he learned the; 
school tuition would be. $150 per 
pupils for the course. He noted that 
the school there operates with a 
$40,000 budget annually and if the 
establishment of a local school 
would mean an increase in the 
county budget then the Grand Jury 
should make some sort of recom- 
mendation to increase the millage 
if necessary. 

Rardin estimated it would take 
an additional quarter of a mill to 
operate one in Palm Beach County 
on that scale, and that the commis- 
sion should not be expected to raise 
the millage without jury instruc- 
tions. ‘ 

This fee of $150 did not take into 
consideration the additional cost 
æf transportation and housing stu- 
dents while they stay in Miami, 
Commissioner Roy Michael pointed 
out. 

Commissioners agreed that the 
board has never turned down a re- 
quest of the grand jury for the bet- 
terment of the county but caution- 
ed that the move would need the 
full backing of all law enforcement 
agencies throughout the county.
